DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This correspondence is in response to AMENDMENTS and REMARKS filed on 
12/13/2010. 

2. Claims 1-10, 12-18, 20-35 and 37-39 are pending. Claims 1 1 , 1 9, 36 are canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection of the pending claims over prior arts 
of record have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of Claims 1-10, 12-18, 
20-35 and 37-39 have been withdrawn.
